The Hemerocallis is a very satisfactory perennial, their Lily-like flowers are of won- 
derful coloring, from the palest yellow to the deepest goiden orange, pink, yellow, 
mahogany and the deepest wine color. They grow from four to six feet tall, and are 
very hardy; grow in nearly every soil, in sun and part shade, produce a large number 
of flowers like Lillies, all summer to late fall. No perennial grows as easily as the 
Hemerocallis.
